Thousands of citizens throughout the length and 
breadth of the land today have an opportunity to en¬ 
roll directly in the nation’s defense effoiL 

In making its emergency appeal to the nation's 
workers, the Federal government has asked every man 
or woman with a sldll—or with the willingness to 
learn a skill—of value to defense production, to regis¬ 
ter at the neai-est State or Federal employment office. 
This registration plan, proposed by the Office of Pro¬ 
duction Management under William Knudsen, is now 
in effect and will continue until April 15, 

The present shortage of technically trained work- 
el's is cei-tain to increase all the more in the coming 
months as the actual volume of defense spending 
swiftly and sui-ely rises. Production experts say that 
even Today 73 percent of our vital defense industries 
tack sufficient skilled labor for capacity operation, and 
they point to the soon coming day when the aircrah 
industry will i-equim fully 200,000 additioilal workers. 
Not only in aircraft plants but in shipyards and ma¬ 
chine tool shops, at draughting boards and along the 
assembly lines of hundr^s of defense plants, there 
will be an increasingly urgent need of skilled workers. 

The present registration plan will probably un¬ 
cover few such skilled persons who ai-e not now em¬ 
ployed. But it does hope to mobilize a large army of 
workers able and anxious to take specialized training 
to fit themselves for profitable jobs in Uncle Sam’s 
defense progi'am. 

Here, then, is an opportunity for countless thou¬ 
sands not only to render a pati'iotic service to their 
country in an hour of grave need, but to equip them¬ 
selves with specialized skills of lasting value. 

Neither skilled nor unskilled workers should per¬ 
mit this registration period to pass unheeded.

On April 5 California and the 
rest of the nation will celebrate 
the eighth birthday of one of the 
m o st successful projects o f 
Rooseveltian government — and 
one over which there’s been less 
controversy, perhaps, than any 
other—the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. 

California’s stake In that tre¬ 
mendous young army Is greater 
than that of any other State. 
There are more CCC camps here 
than anywhere else In the nation. 
During the eight years of the 
CCC’.s existence, approximately 
125,000 boys have been members 
of the California corps. 

Benefits have been almost In¬ 
estimable. In the mountain coun¬ 
try where in years past, great 
fires annually have swept through 
the forests, denuded the hills and 
destroyed the watershed on 
which the fertile lowland farms 
must depiend, wide fire-breaks to¬ 
day cut a clean swath of protec¬ 
tion. That ia the work of thou¬ 
sands of youngsters who hadn’t 
a place to light before the CCC 
gave them a prideful, man-size 
job to do. 

Parks have come Into being and 
beautification projects created. 
Roads have been built. And 
bridges now span creeks, ravines 
and rivers where no bridge stooti 
before. 

Every county from the .-.enth- 
em border to the Oregon line has 
benefited from the work of the 
bronzed young CCC boys. And 
certainly the CCC experience will 
be a significant factor In current 
defense recruiting. 

But the greatest good In the 
whole project has been the bene¬ 
fit to the lads themselves. You 
can’t be a good and useful citi¬ 
zen when you’re aware every day 
of the week that there’s no place 
for you In the set-up; that 
there’s no real use for you.
